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Hen I confider that Miracle of Mercies theſe three dying 
Kingdoms now [o ſuddenly, ſo Rtrangely,reftored to health ; 
when I look upon the late Changes in this Nation , ſo re- 
markably, ſo unexpected, {0 a a what we were 

of late, to What we are now : I think I may very fitly,by way of Allufion, call 
theſe times, as S. PETE R calls theſe other times, Afts 3. 21. proves inw- 
xaTafdoros Terror, The times of Reſtitmtion, or the times of reſtoring all things ; 

For have we not ſeen Monarchy reſtored, Our gracious Soveraign reftored, Our 
Parliaments reſtored, the Milicia reftored, Our Church reſtored, Our Biſhopg 

reftored, Our Laws and Judges reſtored, Our Liberty reftored, Our Eccleſia- 

Rical Courts reſtored, and our ſelves reſtored to our ſelves again ? 

With what bleeding hearts did we formerly behold theſe three Kingdoms, 
like a Body without a Head, in horrible confuſion under thoſe many monſtrous 
ſorts of Government, Democracy, Ariſtocracy, Stratocracy, Oligarch y, Tyran- 
ny : Nay, what a monſtrous body was that (pardon the expreſhon) when eve- 
ry little bone in the Ramp was ſwelled as big as a Head : Ho was that Fathers 
Cenſure of this Ifland then made good, ( S. HIEROM ) Britanma tyranne- 
rum provincia fertilifſima ? How were we rid, and whipt, and ſpurd by all ſorts 
of thoſe cruel Maſters ? But bleſſed be God that we have ſeen Afozarchy, that 
beſt form of Government, which ſeemed to have been put to Death with that 
blefſed Martyr, again revived: Our floating Iſland now ſeiled upon its Old 
Baſis, and that from Parity and Anarchy, as weary of that Calf, we are reſto- 
red to Order and Monarchy, Monarchy the beſt curb to emulaticns and fa- 
ions, the belt ferce again{t animofities and ambitions, the belk, ſupport cf e- 
very mans intereſt, the beſt remedy againſt confuſion, and the beſt means of ſe- 
Curing our peace and happineſs : What elſeſpeaks one God in the World, one 
Sun in Heaven, one Soul in Man, one Heart in the Bo1y, but cne King in a 
Kingdom, to be the moſt abſolute, .m4þ free, molt happy form of Govern- 
ment? Andto this happineſs and ftetdom: God now reſtored us, under the 
government of our Lavful Hereditary hewbrnign King, 
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A KING whoſe Education abroad, hath fitted him for his Government 
at home, who hath no more ſuffered in all his tribulations, then the Sunin an 
Eclipſe, which onely hath ſerved to mike him the more reſplendent, whom 
though God ſuffered for a while tobe as a wandring Star, yet nW-to our great 
joy weſee him fixed in the Orbe of his own Dominions, and guilding this 
Britiſh World with his matchleſs Lultre, and long may his Liveet Influences , 
b2 the ſource of all our Felicities, Nor do we fee him reltored onely to his 
Titles and Revenews, but to all other his Narve and Lega/ Rights : One of 
the chief of which 1s his power over the MIL | I I A, hznihed by the ſivord 
put into his hand at the (C oronation ; without which, A Monarch is a King and 
no King ; Without wh'ch, diſaffected perſons would look upon him as the P4z- 
Iiftins did upon Sampſon, without his hair, in which his ftrength Jay : but 
bleſſed be GoJ, that that withered hand is nov reſtored which will not bear the 
ſword 1n vain, 

Nor may this time be called 264»& d aord]apdotus, & time of reſtoring, on6- 
ly in reſpe& of his Majeſty ; but likewiſe in divers other relations, as the Wiſe- 
man ſayes of wiſdom, Omnia mibi bona pariter venere cm ulla, All good things 
came to me along with her; ſo many other reftorings came along ith the re- 
ftoring of our Gracious Soveraign ; 'as, firlt the reſtoring of the Parlia- 
ment. 

We have ſeen PARLIAMENTS reſtored again to their former privi- 
ledges and ſplendour, and filled again with the three eltates, Lords Spiritual, 
Lords Temporal, and Commons, which like a threefold cord cannot eafily-be 
broken ; to whom his Majelty aſcribes ſo much, that he efteems them as ne- 
ceſlary to his Greatneſs, as leaves about th2 roſe to preſerve its beauty : And 
though one of thoſe Eſtates then devoured the other two, and moſt unnaturally 
ſome of her own Members ; yet now we ſee the Coroxers flouriſhing with the 
Crown, and Peeraze acting again 1n its former ſphere, and the two Houſes re- 
pleniſhed again with men of ſcience and conſcience, the two ſources of as many 
fonal bleſſings to this Church and Kingdom, as all former Chronicles fince the 
Conquett have recorded : ſo tnat well may this tume in reference to the Par- 
liament be called a time of reftoring ; I, and well may this Parliament be tiled 
the Reſtoring Parliament, the repazrer of our breach:s, and the reſtorer of pathes 
to dwell 17. 

And a time of reſtoring too, we muſt needs call it, if we look upon the 
CHURCH, and ſtate Feelefiaftical : How did we deſpair of ever ſeeing that 
Aouriſh again, when it was fubb'd up root and branch > But now we have ſeen 
Aarons r0d budding and bloſſoming again ; Nev we ſee our Gur Churches refto- 
red, which formerly were dens of Thieves, and (tables for Horſes ; and our 
Churchmen reſtored, who were formerly outed by ſeditious bold intruders, and 
anftead of ringing, Curſe ye Meroz, i every Pulpit, we have nov Aaroxs Bells 
ſtriking 
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friking on both ſides, Fear God, honowr the King : And inſtead of adry empty 
Directory, Which had neitner the Creed, the Lords Prayer, nor Ten ( ommand.- 
ments ; 1n room of that Talmud ſabaudicwm, the Savoyan Talmud, as Ran 
call'd the platform of Geneva Ductpline ; we have the aucient Liturgy of the 
Church ot England, which Mz, Fox laith, was made by the aid of the Kol » Ghoſt; 
and of which, the worſt that Ca/vin could fay, was, that there were in it /xe- 
ptie quedam tollerabiles ; though he was pleaſed to call tiem zeptie, things 
not 19 fit and proper as he ſuppoted, yet even in his etteem, they were tolera- 
biles, And as the fountain | all thete 

\We have [cen to our great rezcyceing, Our reverend BISHOPS reſtored 
to their former Heronrs and Juriſdictions ; and not ſuch Biſhops as wereſome- 
time emblem'd by a ſmooth Aiſh, that does nothing but bear keyes, but ſuch as 
Eraſmus once ſpoke of, Sola Ang/ia dottos habet Epiſcopo! ; ſuc'i as Biſhop 
7 ames Monuntarues Cc mmendation of Mr. t erkizs in his tuneral -ermon, may 
very well tute with, .that teach Exz/and to ſerve God, and Minilters to preach 
Jejws C hrift ; and it is his Majeſties great Care, that 1t may never be ſaid of a- 
ny of cur Prelates, as of Sax/, that when he came to the High places, he made 
an end ct propheſying, 

And a time of Reſtoring too we mult needs acknowledg it, if we look upon 
our Brethren of the Gown, that ncble and worthy Profeflion of the L A W : 
How ſad was the face of things when we were governed by an Arbitrary Fower ; 
when moft matters ivere determined by men of loſt conſcience, and reputation ; 
Remota Juftitia ; What were our Kingdoms but Magna L atrocima, great 
Thievedoms ? That Emblem of Alc:ar did very well tuit with theſe times ; 
[iſcerculos aurata rapit medio equore Sardas, The filly Sprats being under the 
water are chaſed up and down by the great Guilt-heads,and if they ſpring out of 
the Sea for fear, they are quickly devoured of the gready Seamewes, Thus 
ere the poorer people hunted and purſued by the great Guiltheads their rich 
neighbours ; and if they ſought to be relieved by the Law, they were ſure to 
fall into the hands of ſome mercenary Demoſ/henes , and ſo were in the poor wo- 
mans Caſe in the Goſpel, who after the had ſpent all that ſhe had, was nothing 
the better, but much the worſe, Lut now God hath reſtored our Tudges as at 
firſt, and our Connſellours as at the beginning : Now we ſee the ſeats of Juſtice 
filled with men of Integrity and Conſcience, who account it their honour to be 
the ouardians of liberty, and property, the reſcuers of por men frominvaſon 
and oppreſſion ; and touſe the Fſalmitts words, who keep the /. mple folk by their 
right, ard deliver their ſouls from oppreſſion and wrong. And may theſe two 
Gowned Nations, the Clergy and th? Lawy- rs, row at Init iern wile m by 
their ſufferings ; and ſeeing their dirference hve renured them a prey to the 
common adverſary, may they nenceforth lay afide all animofines, and mutually 
ſupport one another, and both WINGS lik? Aarmm ant Fr, Lu port our 
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And one thing more we cannot forger,the print of cur ſhackles puts us in mind 
of it, tomake it a time of rettoring too 1n regard of our /rbert y and freedoms from 
our former ſlavery, How did we groan under the cruel ulage of theſe tyran- 
mcal Uturpers, by whom we were not ſo much governed as defiroyed ? by 
whom we were not ſuferd ſo much liberty as to grieve for our ſlavery, but were 
dealt withal as theives deal with them they rob,bound and gagg'd, that we might 
neither tir to help our ſelves, nor cry out for the help of others, But blefled 
be God, who rewembred #5 in our low ejtate, and by the valour and prudence of 
a renowned GENERAL rettored us to cur loſt liberty ; Of which, as we 
have a high ſhare, ſoletus have a deep ſence, never forgetting thoſe bleſſings 
with whichGod hath croivned his undertakings,but ever acknowledging the ſettle- 
ment of our ſtate both C:iw4l and Eccle/iaſtical, to be aſcribed, next under God, 
to that wnparalleNld Infſirumem, And may it be th' vote of all true Engli(k 
hearts, that that noble Dake, qui nob#s hac otra fecrr, may for ever be the dar- 
ling both of Prince and peoplz. But as for thoſe diſcontented ſpirits, whoſe 
fingers yet itch to be ringing the changes, may the ropes ſo gall them, as may 
make them at laſt beſhrew.their own fingers, 

And we cannot for ſhame but take in our own COURT $ here,and make 
it a time of Reſtoring for them too: O how was the poor Clergy ſtung b- ſwarmes 
of Committee-men in every Town , City , and County : Commuttee-men 
a greater peſt to the Gentry and Clergy of this Land, than ever was the Inqui- 
ſition to the Moores in Spain, Men that profeſſed Divinity, but never ſhewed 
the leaſt humanity, Men that cried down all forms, but a form of godlineſs, 
which onely they had, and demied the power thereof, Men that uſed the Word 
of God, as ſome ſay of Bemeditts Rule, onely te prof: ſr, but not to perform, 
Mea that pretended to ſerve God, when they intended to ſerve themſelves of 
him. Mea that made much ado about ſetting Chriit upon his Throne, bur it 
was that they might be his Deputies, Men tnat would nave been thought An- 
gels, though it were but for troubling the water, that they might have the bet- 
ter fiſhing, Men that tore the Churches garments. to make their own whole ; 
and pull*'d down the wall cf Sron, to build their Kabe/ : and, to borrow the 
words of that Right Reverend and Learned Biſhop in his Coronation Sermon, 
AMenthat ſacrificed the publick, Intereft to their particular concernnents, and en- 
gaged the whole Nation to fight againſt it ſelf, and to cut one anothers throats, to 
gratifie their malice and ambition, Men that imbroyled all toenrich themſelves, 
and ſet other mens houſes on fire, that by the help of the light they might ſee 
the better to run away with tne goods, Men that had neither conſcience to awe 
them, nor ſhame to reſtrain them from doirg any thing ; Every thing that 
m'cht ſpeak ſhame or ſorrow to the Gentry and the Clergy. Theſe were then 
cur Taskmafiers, who had uſurped upon the managing of theſe Comres, and to 
tacſe were we to render the tale of our Brick, whoſe meaneſs and baſene's, in 
many 
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many places was ſuch, that it added much to the preſſures of our {lavery ; for, 
Aſperrive mbil eſt bumil: cund ſmrgit in 4itun ; and flies bred from the dunghill, 
they ſay, have the ſharpelt ſting, O how Was Aaroxs Rod moſt miſerabl y de- 
voured and ſwaliowed up by theſe Committee. mens Ox-goads and C artwhips! 
How were out Lamps ſunffed, not by the golden ſnuffers of the zanctuary, but 
by Demetrius the Silver-ſmith, and Alexander the Copper-ſmith, and mn of 
ſuch mettal 2 How was the Ark of the Church, waich was wont to be carried 
by Levizes, now Carried by theſe beaſts of the uncircumciſed Philiitins, ſhaken, 
and tottered, and overturned ? Hoy did theſe Churches Vergers ſiveep our 
Church , not with the beſowe of Reformation, as they pretended , but with the 
beſome of deſtruttion ? *uch like iweepers as the Romiſh Vulgar makes the 
woman in the Goſpel to be, whichin ſtead of donwm everrit, reads domum ever- 
tit ; Who in (tead of (weeping it, turned it uplide down, and catt, not only the 
Clergy out of the Church, but the Church out of the windows! O how were 
our iculs filled with the ſcornful reproofs of the wealthy, and with the deſpite- 
fulneſs of the proud ! But bleſſed be God who hath taken down our harps fromthe 
wilews,hath brought our Coarts into their former current,reſtor'd cur Jurisdiction 
to its priſtine beauty, and turn'd our captivity from under Committee men, into 
the milde and ſweet governmeat of Eprſcopal juriſdiftion) And let our ſubmiſſion 
totheir Laws and Cenſures never ſeem irkſom, or burdenſom to us , ſeeing the 
want of the due execution of theſe was the main cauſe of all our miſeries ; for 
had thoſe Currs been muzled by Eccleſiaſtical cenſures, they had never by their 
bauling ſo diflurbed our peace and quiet : But E/; begat Phineas, and Phi- 
neas begat /chabed ; remiſſneſs in Governcurs, begat prophane and ſeditious 
Prieſts, and theſe begat /chabed, ſhame and ruine, and confuſion to our Church 
and Kingdom. And thus you ſee that in all theſe reſpe&ts we may very fitly 
call theſe times, as S. PETER calls thoſe ether times, As 3. 27. 
wires Smra]acdoru; wdy)or, the tinues of reſtitution, or the times of reſtoring all 


things. 


Nd now fince God hath done ſo much for us, let us not be wanting to 
our ſelves, but do what we can on our own patts, to make it a time 
of reſtoring too, 

And inthe firſt place, Let us make it a time of reftoring for the reading of 
the COMMON PRAYER BOOK in our Churches, S. John 
wept when there was not one found to epes the Book : And what a lamentable 
thing is it, that many ſhould be ſo peeviſh as not to open this Book ; the very 
reading of which,cauled our forefathers the Martyrs to weep for joy. But I nee 
not preſs this upon you; you'l ſay, you doread it : T, but how readett thou ? You 
read it as Jehoakim did Jeremiahs roll, three or four leaves of it, and then caſt it 
away : Nor will your pretence of infirmity of body, or ſhortneſs of breath ſerve 

for 
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Cor an excuſe ; for how then come you to be ſuch long winded Preachers > How 
1» it that you can bettow three or four hours in eager and violent diſcourſe to 
Juſtifie your tnability, when as the third part of that breath ſufficiently teſtifies 
your ability : But the truth is, you want cordialneſs , and not cordia's; and a 
heart to it, rather then pectorals. 1 he Athenazs baniſhed Terpander, for ad- 
cing one firing to his Harp ; what then do you deſerve who have taken away ſo 
my, that you have quite murred the Churches Muſick, and have turned all 
int3 jarrs and dilcords ? For by this mangling and curtailing of the Conmon-pray- 
err, as your ſelves pleaſe, what do you elſe but make your telves Biſhops in your 
on Pariſhes 2 You revive that Puritan Tenet, 7 hat nothing muſt be injoyntd , 
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tziled and abuſed ; we may well fear that abomination of Deſolation to be in- 
tro.\uc:d and ſet up again amongtt us : Nor would I have you ſcrupulous to 
readit, 28 yo. are injoyned, in your Swrplice and Formalities ; though Michel 
ſcorned the /innen Ephod, yet David did not leave it off for all that, The Text 
favs, That Micho! was barren ; I wonder how ſhe comes to have ſo many chil- 
dren amongft us, that ſcorn the Holy habit and Exerciſes ? but however your re- 
lution muſt be that of Davids, [ wil! till deit, It ts before the Lord who hath 
choſen mz before all thy fathers houſe, 


Nd (:condly, Letus make it a tim? of reſtoring too for CAT ECHI- 
SING in our Churches, J«/1an the Apoaſtate , that ſubtile enemy of 
tie Church, that he micht the mire eaſily root out Religion., ſupprefled all 
Chriltian Schools and places of Catechizing as the onely Way to doit; and 
lince this exerciſe of Cacechiſing hath been negleted among(t us, how hath 
our Kingdom been overſpread with ignorance, violence, perjuries, murthers , 
SeRz, Hereſies, Seditions, Rebellions, and all kinds of miſchief that can bee 
rained or thought on. In Proverbs 22. 6. Solomon ſaith, Trainupa child , 
Gra! pi darcho, ſecundum 85 v1e, according to his capacity, according to the 
mouth of his way ; a Metaphor taken from narrow-mouth'd veſſels, which 
mutt have water often, and by little and little poured into them ; ſo to thoſe 
who hve narrow and weik apprehenſions, Precept muſt be upon precept, precept 
r pon precept, line upon line, line upon line, here alittle and there a little, as it 
iz, Iſar, 28, 19, 
I his the word Catechiſm intimates ( which ſignifies, the repetition of the ſane 


ſound )

ſound ) that the office of the Catechiſt is to go often over with the ſame thing , 
to which agrees that word which is uſed Dew. 6. 7. T hou ſhalt teach theſe words 
unto thy Children ; or, thou ſhale wher or tharpen thy chuldren witn them, 
Shenanti, As the knife goes often over the whetttone betore it be ſharpened. fo 
theſe words muſt be often repeared,cill the people have made chem their own, In 
Ger.14.14, itis ſaid of Abraham, that he armed h.. trained ſervants, Hhanican, 
his catechited{and initiated ſeryants, not onely «rained in the diſcipline of War, 
but alſo catechiſed in the Frinciples cf Religion. And Gez. 12,5. tis faid, T wat 
«Abraham took, Sarah,and Lotand all the ſoul; which they had gotten in Hara ; 
itis in the Hebrew, which they had'made, Gaaſhn ; and ſo + ynſworth reads it , 
they had not onely gotten them into their poſletſion and ſervice, buct alſo had 
won them to the faith of Ged ; or as the Caldee paraphraſe hath it, had ſubdued 
thews to the Law, and the Hebrews ſay, that 4braham did teach the men, and 
Sarah the women : e Abraham and Sarah made ſouls,made them new by infiruct- 
ing and catechifing them. After eAbraham we have David ſaying, Pſal. 34, 
Come ye children hearken unto me, 1 will teach you the fear of the Lord ; that is, 
the firſt Principles ; for the fear of the Lord 5s the beginning of wiſdom : and that 
Pſalm is compoſed according to the order of the Hebrew Alphabet, the verſes 
of it beginning with the letters thereof, in their vulgar and uſual order, that ſo 
children and learners, together with the firſt elements of other learning, might 
have an alphabet of piety and godlineſs taught them ; and St, Paw! ſets it down 
as a thing well known,and as one of the priviledges of the Jewes, Rom. 2,17. that 
he was, x«T1#usr@ Cu 7% vous, catechiſed out of the L aw, 

In the new Teftament we have our Saviour catechiſing of his Diſciples, hom 
do you ſay that 1 am ? and Simon Peter anſwering the queſtion,in the name of the 
reſt, Thou art Chriſt the Son of God the living ; and Mat. 22.41. we have him 
catechiſfing the Phariſees, He asked them, ſaving, #'hat think ye of Chrift, 
whoſe ſon 1s he ? they ſay unto him, the So» of Dawnd ; then he propounds a- 
nother queſtion unto them, How can he be both the Son of Dawuid, and the Lord 
of David, for David calls him Lord? St. Lithe writes to Theophiize a large 
Declaration of thoſe things wherein he hai formerly been catechiſed meet oy #2» 
Ta nans A65 ov, Luke I.4. Apollos Was catechiſed KeTIY vas &, mT the way of the 
Lord, Ats 18. 25. andiaith St. Paul, G11. 6, 6. Let him that is taught in the 
words, commmunicate to him that teacheth in all good things, ſo we render it, but 
in the Greek 't 13 O «z TW Suar® Tw eaT1Y 51), And in the-fir{t chapter to 
the Hebrews, the Apoſtle ſets down the chief points of the Catechiſm then 
uſed: After the Apoſtles, the firſt we have Mark the Evangeliſt catechift at 
Alexandria, and after him Pantens, Clemens, Origen, who ( ſuch was either 
the neceſſity of the times, or -the abilities of the min ) at 18 years of age, 
tock upon him that. office, and was eminent in 1t. 


Canſim the Jeſuite will tell us more in thoſe times ; Caith he, Nees hoc 
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minras ſuſcipinm, we Jeſuites make catechiſing our profeſſion ; This 
vlory in, hat they are Catechizers; and in that profeſſion, ſaith he, we have 
S. Baſil, S. Auſtint, St, Ambroſe, St, Cyril tiny our ſociety , and truly as Cate- 
chizers they have, and in the concluſicn of his Epiſtle to his Catechiſm, he ſaith, 
It nothing clic, yet this alone ſhould provoke us to-greater diligence in Cate- 
caiſing, the Improbus {abor, and 1ndefeſſa cura of the Protelitants in this exer- 
Ciſe : So it Was then, and upon tie Prorettants diligence this way, was occaſi- 
oned that order of 7 rent, that up Sundayes and Holy dayes they ſhould preach uw 
the forenoon, and catechiſe in the afteruom, And let the /mprobus later and in- 
defeſſa cura, of the Jetuits provoke us novw at laſt, to reſtore again thatexercile, 
Let us boy and [{toop to the meaneit capacity, That the ſimple one may receive 
wiſdem, ard the young man knowiedg and diſcretion, Becauſe we mult give an ac- 
count c all the ſouls that are under us, therefore 1t behoves us with St, Pax, 
to chuſe rather to ſpeak, five words with nnd:rſtnuding, ira dds xeaT1Ee 1 
1 Cor. 14. 19. then ten thouſand otherwiſe, As Rabſekab (aid in another caſe 
to Eliakim, Hezthias Meflenger, »-m / ſert tothy Maſter aud thee, only te 
ſpeak theſe words, and not tothe people alſo that are onthe wall ? So you are not 
{ent onely to two or three Intellectualiſts in a Congregation, but to all the Lords 
people be they never ſs mean, never ſo ignorant. It is meeter that they which 
know, ſhould be wearied with often repetitions, then that they that are unskil- 
full ſhould be ſent away empty for want cf inſtruftion ; nay men, you know, 
may be nouriſhed with oulk, though infants cannot live with (trenger meat ; E- 
ven they who think themſelves ſome body, may have ſomewhat 1n theſe Prin- 
Ciples to chew upon, Except ye become as little children ye ſhall not exter into the 
Kingdom of heaven ; Except, ye the people,be content at firſt to feed on the milk 
of the word, and not preſently fall tognawing of bones of Controverſies, and un- 
revealed Miſteries ; and except you the Miniſters deſcend and apply your ſelves 
to the capacity of little children, and become as they, you loſe your own way, 
you ſtop theirs to the Kingdom of Heaven : Except you become as little chuldren 
70u ſhall not enter into the _— of Heaven, 7 aceb had a care that the tender 
flocks might not be over-driven, Gen, 33.13, And it is the care and the 
charge too ( Let me acquaint you with that ) of our Right Reverend, and vi- 
gilant, and tender Dioceſan, that young Chriſtians that are not able to hold 
Pace, Or go —_ with others, be not left behind ; but be led on Jacobs pace, 
led on ſoftly as they are able to endure, till you have brought them into the 
fold of Chriſt : and for this purpoſe you are exjoynmed to turn your after noon 
Sermons into an expoſition and explanation of the Church Catechiſm, 

And when we have made it a time fer the reſtoring of Catechifing ; then in 
the next Place and Order , we may make it a time for the reftoring of the 
LORDS SUPPER : An Office ſoſtrangely vaniſhed out of our Churches, as 
that we may as well be taken for Jeyes, or Turks, or Quakers, as for Chriſti- 


ans, 
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ang, having caſt off that Badge and Canaan or Religion, It goes againſt 
your Conicience ſome of you toſay, Lord have mere y upon ws, Chrijt have mer- 
&7 *pon ws, I, but it goesnot againlt your Conſcience to with-hold from your 
people the precious body and blood of Chritt, to keep them from their pardon, 
trom hell, and their aflurance of heaven, to debar them of the lite of their ſouls, 
and all the [weet fruits and Comforts of that Holy Sacrament - Sure if it were but 
for this one thing, your whole lives exerciſe ought to be nothing elſe but the 
repetition of theſe Petitions, Lord have mercy upon ns, Chriſt have wercy upon 
%s ; You ſhould put up all your ſ»:ts in the Court of Requelts in no other form 
but this of mercy ; you ſhould ſend this word as a winged Meſlenger every mo- 
ment tothe Throne of Grace ; mercy ſhould be both the Intraduction, the Sub- 
Rancezand cloſe of all our prayers, and no words or accents ſhould be heard from 
you but theſe Obteſtations and Obſecrations, and importunate intreaties of Lord 
have mercy upon us, Chrift have mercy upon s , and all too little to expiate 
this horrid 1impiery, Alas, how will you anſwer it either to God or your own 
ſelves, to have required from your people their dues, when you have not done 
your duty ? with what face have you eaten the bread of theie Tables, and have 
denied them the bread of the Lords Table ? How could you drink wine in 
bouls upon the ſiveat of their labours, and yet with-hold from them the witte 
of the Sacrament, which cott you no labour ? With what Conſcience could 
you thus fat up your own bodies, and thus Rarve your peoples ſouls ? and re- 
ceive their temporals, when you have not made them partakers of your ſpiritu- 
als? Ihave compaſſion on the multitude , for they have now ſtayed with me three 
days and have nothing to eat, give ye them ro eat, leaſt they faint by the way, But 
your people have ſtayed with you, and hung upon you, not three diys, but three 
years; nay, thrice three years and upward , and yet you never ſet before them 
any of this heavenly food to keep their ſouls from fainting. Where are your 
bowels ? what is become of your compaſſions 2 Have you caft off all humanity ? 
Was the fear of God, the ove of your neighbours, atd the care of your own 
ſouls utterly abandoned? O horrible impiety ! O monſtrous cruelty ! Nay, 
worſe theti monttrous! for even the Sea-monſters draw ont their breaſts, they grve 
ſuck, to their youg ones, but the daughter of my people is becon« crutl, like the 
Oftridge in the Wilderneſs * The tongue of the child cleavtth to the roof of his 
mumth for thirſt, the children ask bread, and no man breaks it mito them. 
Well fare that late bloody Tyrant in this particular, that when he was reſolved to 
murther our late gracious Soveraign, yet he had this care of his foul, not to for- 
bid him the ghoſily comfort of this bleſſed Sacrament, ; 

Marcus the Emperour going through Paleſtine towards Alexandria, and 
obſerving the tumultuouſnels of the Jews, cryed out, O Marcomanni! O QOna- 
di! O Sarmate | tandem wabrs inquittiores invent : And in hike manrer may ye - 


cry out, O ye Anabaptiſts, and Katabaptiſts ! O ye Ranters and Seckers ! O ye 
B 2 Famililts 
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Familiſts and Quakers! I have found now men and that amongft the Clergy, 
more bloudy, more inhumane, more cruel then the motit barbarous wretch a- 
mongſt that curſed crue of Phanaticks! O ye mercilels hard-hearted Nurſes, 
thus coftarve ſorded poor creatures committed to your charge, eſpecially ſince 
you were [- well paid for their nurling, Before the liracluces were toenter into 
Canaan, they were to cat the Paileover, Joſh. 5.10. As ever you hope, you 
or your people, to enter into the heavenly Canaan, you mult be receivers of the 
bleed Sacrament ; for they who will not draxk, the Cup of bleſſing, ſhall drink, 
the Cup of trea.bling ; and they was refuſe the Supper ot the Lord, ſhall be for 
ever kept trom the Supper of the Lamb, = 

Butreceiving is notlufhcien:, it Carciage be not Chriſtian, Better be abſent 
than rudely preſent ; for thats bu: a neglect of Gud, this a [corn of him, 1 
(};all therefore in the nextplace put you in mind of making ti's time a time of 
reſtorirg too, in reſpect of Yue 7e2erecem G ODS HOUSE and SER- 
VIC i. Tha: the Patriarchs had ſet toutes ani places of Gods Worthip, ap- 
p2ars not onely by theſet Altars and Groves; but by the ſpeech of Jacob, This 
place is 3:0 other than the Houſe of God, and the gate of Heaven, it there had 
not ben ſet Houſes, Jacob would not have compared this place to the Houſe of 
God ; neither would he have dedicated it by erecting a Statue and pouring oyl, 
had there not been ſolemn dedications of luch Houles, And what reverence 
was done inſuch holy places, appears, boti by the words of Jacob, How fear- 
full and dreadful is this place; and by the command of God to Aoſes and 
Joſhua, to put off their ſhoes ; and by Davids 1 peech, 1 will come into thy 
honſe in t he mu/titude of 1h y mercies, and in thy fear will I worſhip towards this 
holy temple ; and O come let us worſhip, &c, And all this they did without any 
commmd from God, but frem the light of nature, , and by the received rule 
and © 1di1i-n of the Church in all ages. And the ſame after them did the an- 
cient Chriſtiaris : Ja/vien relates the m»nner of their ingreſs into the Church ; 
we ruſh t2 th- 113: of God, we proſtrate our ſelves «por the ground * and he re- 
prehends them that did enter into the Houle of God ſine »/la pemitus reverentia 
ſacri honoris ; 2nd in the ſame place complains, that leſs honour was ſhewed 
to the Houſe of God, than to the houſe of a petty Judg : and Chryſoteme (ſaith, 
they enterd the Church SwxairoyJes Thy reperty, bowing their heads : and 
Iſiodore Hiſpalenſis layes down this rule, That if any came late after Prayers 
were b2gun, adorer prins poſtea attendat. And 1t was the conſtant pradtiſe of 
the Chtittians to bow towards the Ealt, for which they were calumniated as 
Adoratores Orientis, as worſhippers of the Eatt ; And ſuch as reſorted to the 
Church of St, Peter, and St. Paul, are ſaid, Adorare ad limina Apoſtolorum, 
And with the ſame reverence did they go out of the Church, xaiverres T5 xepa- 
a&, As it is in the Lirurgy of St, Chryſoſtom in the very concluſion of it ; after 
the ſame manner that the Jewes did at their departure out of the Temple, as ap- 


pears 
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pears 2 Chron, 29. 28. and Exek, 46. 2, Whoſe incarvation was the ſpace 
{faith Maymonides, while a man might (ay, O grve thaxks unto the Lord, for he 
is cood, for his mercy endureth for ever, And certainly, as it is a great con- 
ditcention in God, to accept of the ſame Cx; reſſion of reverence which we give 
unto men, £0 it is a great neglect and contempt of God in us, if we will notgive 
that unio him Which we do give to our betters. 

Tertwlliau ſaith , We pray mambus expan/is quia inuocnis, capite nudo quia 
non erubeſcemus ; and S, baſilſgives this Teliimony of Gregory Thanmaturgus , 
That he never covered his head inthe Church ; Why ſo ? Becauſe h- was (taith 
he) a true Schuller of the 4 peſtle, who tells us, that every MAN PRAYING 
OR PROPHESYING having his head covered, diſlonoureth his head : And 
the man oughtnot to cover his head, inaſmuch as he is the image and glory 
of God. But hoiv ditferent is this from our practiſe? How do men ruſh in- 
to Gods Hcuſe without any reverence, and are almoſt at the upper end, before 
they think of their Hats 2 How do they fat like Quakers with their Hats nat- 
ledto their heads, while the Preacher 1s delivering to them Gods Meflage with 
his head uncover<d : So that ſhuuld a Turk or an Infidel come into our 
Churches, he would by our behavieur take this place for a Theater, where the 
peor Parſon is brouvht in like Sampſon, tv make the Lords of the Philiſtins 
with their Hats on, ſome ſport and paſtune, Sure I am, moſt of our people 
Carry themſelves in the Church as if it were not Gods Houle, or as if the Maſter 
of the Houſe, were from home, and come with boldneſs ſufficient ts the Throne 
of Grace: And no marvel,if they be ſorude,when as the Minifter himſelf hath no 
more reſpect of that ſacred Table, then of a Dreſſer-board,but lets it be expoſed 
to the Propnanation of Royes, and the pollution of Dogs : But let all ſuch Cler- 
gy mer: lay to heartthe ſaying of an Jtaliah Biſhop ; God in that hily Table 
which he firds full of duſt, doth write down the faults of the careleſs Charch- 
mar, I ſhall conclude this with the eighteenth Canon of our Charch; to which 
T refer you, and of which I expe& an account from you. 

And if Holineſs become Gods Houſe, much more doth it thoſe living Tem- 
ples, the PRIESTS themſelves : Let me therefore call upon you to make it a 
time of reſtoring for that to, namely HOLINESS, and blameleſneſs 1 your 
lives axd converſations : This ſhould be wrirten in our foreheads, Be ye pre, ye 
that bear the weſſels of the Lord : And why docſt thou rake my word into thy 
mouth (ſaith God) ſering thou hateſt tc be reformed. Diſorderlinels is a ſpot in 
any coat, but a tain in the linnen Ephod ; Nuge inore ſacerdotum ſunt blaſphe- 
mie, Such as are but vain words in another mans mouth , are blaſphemies in a 
Miniſters : Preſulis vitiuns non quam optimum eſſe, Its vice enough in a Clergy- 
man, not to excell others in vertue, letus therefore labour to be ſuch as Gerhard 
the Monk, of whom S. Bernard ſpeaks, Non 1n maximis tantum ſed in munims 


maximus eras : Let us make good the proceeding of that old Argument, _

And one particular let me warn you "ct, nor Te to buſte your ſelves about 
farming and grazing, and ſuch worldly 1mployments ; for though in the late 
hard and miſerable nmes, the Clergy might be excuſed for making uſe cf thoſe 
thrifty ſayings of th: Jewiſh Rabbies ; Quis legem'ant diſcir, "ant docer, [i far;.. 
na de/it ? and bona eſt doftrina legis cum via terre © yet now that the Churches 
maintenance is reſtored, let ther bid adicu to rheic Farms and Oxen, their 
eves Cf boves, and addiet themſetves wholly to feed rhe flock of God commit- 
zed totheir charge ; Yourtitle in Greek 1mplys a cqnrradiftion to earthlineſs ; 
&y1os in that Language is all one as @xearthly, And your name of Seers , 
untimates, that you are notto” intangle your ſelves with worldly affairs and im- 
ployments ; for though the hands and the feet may without any great incon- 
veniency be dealing in the duſt, and padlmg m the dirt, yet the eye cannot 
without damage or danger admit ought of either. And indeed, if you con- 
ſider that great weight and charge laid upon you, you Will find but litthe time 
for ſuch Parerga 4hd impertinencies : 1f God think it work enough for an An- 
gel to keep one ſoul, how vigilant ought they tv-be, who have the charge of 
many. You are Intelligencers, yout 'Parnth 1s the: Orbe wherem you ſhould 
continually move ; - you” are the Sentinels,” your Pariſh is the Watch-tower , 
where you are conſtantly to ſtand upon your duty ; *you are Candles, your Pa- 
riſh is the Candleſtick wherein you are to ſhine as. lights in the world ; You 
are the Shepherds, your Pariſh is the Flock whom yoa are to feed , for whom 
you-are to provide, cf whom you are V6 take the overfight, to whom you ought 
t6 be an example, Which you cannot well be unlefs you vifit your people, wave7- 
xo; from houſe to houſe, and though the Church-be your Center, yet your Pa- 
rith is to be your circumference. | 


And nowin the laſt place, If you would make'the times of Reſtoring com- 
pleat ;-add one thing more, and that is the reſtoring of your PROCURATI- 
ONS: Though thus Tong you have detained them, and none ſaid, Refore, yet 
ney I kope you will not Aick at them any longer, conſidering that, Noy remit- 
ritny, mp reftitnatur ; and that if you had ſooner furniſht me with thoſe neceſ- 
iary. ſupplies, I had been reſtored to you the ſooner,
